“The thrill is gone,” the pret- 
ty, blonde backstroke s list 
from Flushing, N.Y., said Tues- 
day. “The goals I worked 80 
hard for—I have reached. There 
is no more incentive. 

“I'm afraid, if I continued, 
swimming no longer would be 
fun. It would be a bore and 
a drudgery.” 

Lynn's sudden decision is a 
blow to US. for the 1964 
Olympic Games in Tokyo. 

At Rome last summer, the 
Long Island girl was one of the 
stars the U.S. team which 
won 11 championships in the 
Olympic pool. She won the 100- 
meter backstroke in the world 
record time of 1 minute, 9 sec 
onds. She equalled the mark 
on the opening leg of the vic 
torious U.S. 400-meter relay, col- 
lecting her second gold medal.
